Thar 
every one Peaceably Acquiefce in what the Loi 
determines as being the Diipenfauon of Providence. 
Of thefe Lots there are three Kinds ufually menti- 
oned by Divines, wz Divifory, Confultory and Di- 
vinatory; the rwo laft of which, being ap- 
pointed for finding out of fome hidden Truth, or 
the Difcovery of Furure Events, cannot in our O- 
pinion be fafely Practifed.

And if in the regular Ufe of thefe laft 
the Querift has nor been fo Succefsful as he coud 
with, we mutt ferioufly Advife him to look upon it 
as a Chaftifement of Divine Providence, but whee 
ther he Suffers it as a Punifhment for his Impiety 
in any other Refpe&s, or for a Trial of his Pa- 
tience, his Confciénce muft be the beft Judge. 
We wou'd for all that Advife him not to forbear 
the Ufe of Lors when occafion requires them: For
